into the front place amongst tom, In tho 
albernoon a great reception wis held at the 
Consulate anda large crowd of the people 
on the Jslandus wells offers from tho 
various ships thronged the verandahs 
or wandered about tho grounds, which 
woro beautifully decorated.

Tho ristako, in the fimt instance, was 
mado by the Signal’ Station, where the 
“An Ping" was signalled as haviny beon 
slwhted upwards of un hour before we went 
to preas yesterday morning, and although 
the signal remained hoisted until 3 o'clock, 
when it was lowored, there is still no sign 
of the atenmer, Tho mistake was probably 
made by taking another of the Chins 
Morchant’s steamers for tho “An Ping," 
for which tho signal man had bean on tho 
lovzout for some hovra proviously. 

The China Merchants Cifce is unable to 
furnish any infortnation about — tho 
steamer, other than that sho is overduo, 
They do not consider it likely, a4 rumour. 
al, that the vessel with tho new Viceroy 
on board has proceeded straizht to Canton, 
Some anxiety us to the steumer's safety is 
felt locally wit ia known that yory bad 
weather has heon experienced in the north 
and newa of her is hourly ozpected.

MISSIONARIES AND 
CONVERTS. |. 


It is generally known that recently tho 
Rev De T. Richard went to Peking ta 
consult. with the Chinesq Government, or 
representatives thore, ax ton modus vivendi 
wherchy the difficnlties which have sur- 
rounded the inisaionary problem in China 
may be lessened, and the recurrent out- 
meg provented. [ helieve tlat the Doctor] 
bas recently returned to Shanghai, without 
aecomplishing nuything very satisfactory, 
The officials «om to be uncertain of their 
mind, and unwilling to commit 
thomsetyes to any definite policy. Con- 
aultstions thers -have been, but little mora, 
Probobly the Peking Bandnrign were 
nore willing ‘tw allow a dificult problem 
“tw remain over” than bo, <et about 


own 


formulating « definite course of action. 
Moanwhile, the circulnr published in tho 
Gita Maton Wednesday evening, shows 
that tha Britwh Minister in Peking has not 
Jeon idle, and though somewhat belated, 
Ins now ised his instructions to the 
sevoral Consuld under bis jurisdiction, who 
presumably will, - in e tytn, advise the 
various miwionaries of @tho - e6nolusions 
arrived at, [itn ward tho missionaries aro 
advised that they are- cot invested with 
authority ta personally approach — tho 
Chineso nungistrates, in order ba ade 
vise or demand that the provisions of thu 
bth Article of the Tientsin Treaty shall .bo 
carried out, Two exceptions apparently 
are allowed, Should a missionary be rob- 
bed of his personal property, he may 
appeal to a magistrate for the recovery 
thereof ; stwuld native converts be in 
danger of thoit lives, the same priviloge may 
bo allowed. In all other cages, an appeal 
for assistance to relieve nitive Christians 
from ordinary persecution, at the hands of 
their neighbours, must first of all te 
placed in tho hands of the British Consul. 
It is evident that this decision might bear 
heavily ;at’ times qn those who live and 
work in, far-off inland stations, whiero 
aasistanco to be of value must he prompt. 
Qn the other hand the. majority of Englis 
missionaries will’ readily admit that no 
valid yrount of complaint can’ be urged 
against the decision of the British Minister. 
n reality often enough, comparatively 
little effective aasistance can be secured 
fromthe average mandarin, by 9 person 
appeal at: the local yamen by the ‘missionary 
concerned, especially when it is‘underatood 
‘that, he wields no ‘political outhority. The 
official will promise to ormmino into tho 
matter, and, when the missionary his 
gone, though he has. given his pro 
tise, alloiy things’ to tke their own 
course. Probably, should ha Be sineare 
enough to initiate an inquiry, be ds so 
much at thu morey of his underlings, wlo 
aro always open to bribery, that the rol 
condition of affairs is never brought to his 
notice ; he therofore thinks that the foots 
haye been misropresented by tho party 
who brought the complaint, and so comes 
to tho conelusion that, should a second, 
appeal he mado, ho will-not in” any way 
take noticaof it.
